I tyme, haue, perſi ting in their laid malyce,deuyſed x attempted Dyucrs 
8 ymes to ſtyꝛre ſeditions and rebellions within this realme, to the great 
idlurbaunce ofthe quietnes, peace, and tranquillitie therof, byſendyng 
hether into the realme diuers bokes,letters,and wꝛytynges, both printed and w2y*ten,farced and filled 
full ofvntruthes, and leditious and moſt falſe ſurmiſes, of thinges ſayde to be done and deupſed by the 
kynge our ſoueraigne Loꝛde and his ſeruauntes, whiche were neuer ymagined oz thought. And to hew 
theyꝛ vtter malyce with maoꝛe effecte, the ame Staffoꝛde dyd lately, with certayne ok his ſaid complices 
bnnaturall Engliſh men, a ſome ſtraungers, entre into this realme, and by ſtealth toke theyꝛ maieſtpes 
Caſtell of Starboꝛough, in the countpe of Pozke, and ſet out a ſhamefull proclamation, wherein he tray- 
terouſely calleth, nameth z affy2mcth our ſaid ſoueraigne Lady quenes highnes, to be vnryghtful and 
moſte vnwoꝛthy Quene, and that the kynges maieſtie oure ſapde ſoueraygne Loꝛde, hath induced and 
bꝛoughte into this realme the number of. xii. M. ſtraungers and Spanpardes and that into the ſavde 
Spanpardes handes. x ii, the ſtrongeſt holdes ol this realme be delyuered. In whiche pꝛoclamation alſo 
the ſapd traytour Staffoꝛde, dyd name and take hym ſelkto be pzotectour and gouernour okthis realme 
by theſe moſt falſe and vnnaturall meanes myndynge to allure the good ſubiectes of theyꝛ maieſties to 
withdꝛaw they: dutye of ailegiaunce from theyꝛ ſayd maieſties, and to adhere to hymthe ſapd Stafford, 
to theyꝛ confuſion. Albeit the ſayd Staffoꝛde and other traptours his complices, be by the helpe of God, 
and dylygence of the earle of eſtmerland and other noble men and gentlemen, good ſubiectes of thoſe 
parties, repꝛeſſed, appꝛehended, and foꝛth compnge.to receaue iuſt punpſhment accoꝛdyng to they: deſers 
tes, and that it may be wel thought, that no wyſe noz honeſt man thinketh oꝛ can iuſtly gather any canfe 
to thinke that the kinges mareſtie myndeth any other thynge vnto the quencs maieſtie and the realme, 
but oncly to be carefull, and ſtiidious of all thinges, tendinge to the benefyt ſurety, honoz and defence ot 
theſame,and in this part moſt louinglye and daply beſtoweth the great trauayle of his rovall perſon, be⸗ 
ſydes z large expences ofhis goodes a treaſure, vet to thintent none of they: layd louyng ſubiectes ſhuld 
by ſimplicitie be ſeduced and deceaued thzoughe the deuelyſh deuiſes of the afoꝛeſapde, oꝛ anye other lyke 
traptours, theyꝛ maicſtics of theyꝛ great clemency and tender zeale towardes they? ſayd ſubiectes, haue 
thought good to warne and admonyſh them of the pꝛemyſſes, exhoꝛtyng and chargyng them to geue no 
eare 02 credite to the ſayd falſe pꝛoclamations and bꝛuytes, ſet out oz ſpꝛed by the ſayd traytours, oꝛ hete⸗ 
after to be ſet out by any others, wherby they (hal the better auoyd the daun gers which they may othet 
wyſe incurre by adhearpnge oꝛ reſoꝛting vnto the ſayd traptours, and that alſo theyꝛ ſapd louynge ſubie 
ctes do vſe them ſelues quietlpe without ſtyꝛre oz ryſinge, tyll they be commaunded in the name of theys 
maieſties, by the lieutenaunt ofthe county where the ſapd ſubiectes dwel oꝛ inhabit, oꝛ by the Sheriffe o 2 
ſuch Juſtices as ſhalhane aucthoutte from theirhighneſſes in that behalfe to rayſe and leuy theym. Xnd 
that the ſayd ſubiectes, and cucry ol them hal endeuer them ſelues to appꝛehend and take and befoꝛe the 
ſame lieutenaunt, Sherik, oꝛ Juſtices of the peace ofthe lard county, bꝛyng all and euerpe ſuche perſon oꝛ 
perſons as they ſutpect, oꝛ know to be ofthe company of the ſayd traptours, oꝛ to fauout and ayde them, 
and all ſuche other alſo as ſhall pꝛocure the people vnlawfully to ſtyꝛre, oꝛ ſhal ſediciouſely, oꝛ maliciouſſp, 
ſpꝛed ox tel any ſeditious newes concerning the doynges of the ſayd traytours oꝛ other wyſe. Strayght⸗ 
ly chargyng and commanndinge all Juſtices of peace, Mapers, Sheriffes,bayliffes, Conſtables, and al 
other their maieſties officers and miniſters, to ſe this pꝛoclamation put in execution, as theyꝛ maieſties 
ſpecially truſt them, and as the ſayd officers and miniſters wyl aunſwer to the contrarye at they: vtters
